Have you planted those 
cabbage, 
tomato and colory seed in a box in the 
house yet? If not it should bodoneatonce* 
By the way if you have any extra tomato 
seed after the box is planted save it 
and plant it in the garden, right where 
you want the plants to stand, and plant 
it early. 
Plant it when you plant your 
early radish and lettuce. 
If it comes 
up before danger and frost is over cover 
the plants with newspapers on cold 
nights, placing a bit of wood or stone on 
the corners of the paper to hold it in 
place.

It won’tlio long until it will be time 
to clean up the back yards, and the 
front ones, too. The sooner it is got­ 
ten at the better, 
lf thejyard iscleaned 
up as soon as tho snow is off, then there 
is the more time to give to tho garden 
work when the ground is ready. The 
seasons are so short here that it is nec­ 
essary to get the garden in just as early 
as possible to get the best results.

Farmers who have saved their own 
seed corn should also make a test of it 
at this time, A good way is ta count 
out IOO kernels and plant them in a box 
in the house, when they are well up 
count tho number of vigorous shoots

The man who buys his seed should also 
secure it early enough to test it in the 
same way. Expert corn raisers insist in 
buying their seed 
corn on the 
ear 
only, and will not touch shelled* seed 
corn, declaring that it is thus possible 
to reject the imperfect kernels that are 
to be found in tho tip and b u tte r each 
ear. 
It 
also enables 
them to 
tell 
whether or not tho corn was well filled 
out at the tip of the ear. 
—»o— 
I n fact in no part of farming or gar­ 
dening is care more essential than in 
tho selection of the seed or seods. With 
seed of low germinative power plants, 
even if they come up, are slow of growth 
and unproductive, while tho vigorous 
seed tho growth is much more rapid and 
tho crop sure. The old theory that 
small potatoes made as good seed as 
largo ones is being discarded by tho 
most successful potato raisers in the 
country, who now hold that only tho 
largo potatoes can be depended upon to 
raise good crops. 
—o— 
Do not forget to plan to have a piece 
of sowed corn for feed for your milch 
cows during August when, if tho season 
is even usually dry there will be several 
weeks when the pasture is short and a 
patch of sowed corn will not only help 
out the butter jar or the cream check, 
but what is worth more will keep the 
cows from shirking in their flow of milk. 
Once a cow has partially dried up from 
insufficient green food it is impossible 
to bring them back to the previous flow.

Vienna, Mnroh 23.—T h e seriousness 
of tho situation In N orthern Moldavia 
growing out of the agrarian disorders, 
according to the latest telegraphic re­ 
ports reaching here from Czernowltz, 
on the border, has not been e x a g g e ra t­ 
ed. 
From estimates just m ade it appears 
that 400 farms in Moldavia h ave been 
devastated, 8,000 fugitives have fled 
over the Roumanian frontier Into Aus­ 
tria and a total of 10,000 
Je w s are 
homeless. 
The n um b er of dead 
and wounded 
cannot be given 
accurately but tho 
latest reports give a total of about 8.7 
men killed and In the neighborhood 
of IRO -wounded. 
The outbreak seems to h a v e been 
partially suppressed in th e d istrict of 
Botosahnl, but the latest reports are 
th a t 
th e 
movement 
is 
spreading 
so uthw ard into W allaohia and even 
into th e A ustrian crown land of Boko- 
winn. 
T h e Roum anian g o v ern m en t is 
sUll sen ding troops into th e afflicted 
d bit riot. 
Practically the e n tire prov­ 
ince of M oldavia bas been involved. 
T he 
M ovement 
is 
really 
m ore 
agrarian th a i actl-Sam ltte. 
T he peas­ 
ants are in revolt 
against the great 
farmimg trust, which bas leased half 
th e cultivated leads in M oldavia. The 
a bees tee

open any sad all Jaws they m eet and 
to this antipathy Is added strong raelaJ 
feeling arising front other causes.

fact that there was a sufficient num 
her of Roumanian troops in th is town 
to t>top tho rioters, 
the p e a sa n ts at 
first got the upper h and boca.ice the 
soldiers, acting upon the o rd ers of tho 
prefect of the town, w ere not p erm it­ 
ted by their officers to open fire. 
In 
th e face of the m enaces of th e furious 
p e a sa n ts, however, som e of th e sol­ 
diers 
did fire against 
orders. 
This 
volley 
killed 15 
of the rioters 
and 
wounded 54. whereupon th e peasants 
withdrew. 


Looted and Burned Buildings. 


A m o re successful attack was made 
as Vaslui, to the south of Jassy. Here 
a body of 2,000 peasants forced their 
way in to the town. 
T ho 
prefect of 
Vaslui did not h ave sufficient troops 
at his command to stop 
the onward 
m arch of the infuriated countrymen. 
He stood by, a helpless witness, while 
the rioters In an incredibly short space 
of tim e plundered practically all the 
buildings on the three principal streets 
of Vaslui and then set th e m on fire. 
T he p e a sa n ts had looted freely, and 
the lire completed the work of destruc­ 
tion. 
T h e prefect sent 
In a hurried ap­ 
peal for reinforcements and th e peas­ 
ants, 
in ignorance of this 
step, re 
mained in the tow'n until th e soldiers 
arrived. 
T h ere then ensued a serious 
fight up and down the burned streets. 
T w e n ty rioters were killed and many 
wounded. 
The 
c o m m a n d e r 
of 
the 
troops. Major Galorl, sustained serious 
injuries. 
T ho entire Roman district was up in 
arms. 
H ere the authorities were pow­ 
erless 
and 
the 
p e a sa n ts 
pillaged, 
burned 
and devastated 
everywhere. 
All tho buildings 
In the villages 
of 
Balances!!, fieriest I, 
G o ld sto n ! and 
Ninelusen are in ruins. 
T h e most 
serious tight 
occurred 
n ear Piatra, a town about sixty miles 
southwest 
of Jassy. 
Several 
thou­ 
sand peasants marched against this 
town, w h ere un entire regim ent of in­ 
fantry 
was stationed. 
T h e 
soldiers 
charged the peasants with fixed bayo­ 
nets. 
T h e pennants replied with rifle 
and revolver fire, and th e troops be­ 
gan 
shooting 
back. 
T h e 
fighting 
lasted over an h o u r before the rioters 
retreated. 
They had 42 m en killed, 57 
wounded, and 250 
of their num ber 
were carried off prisoners. The troops 
had eight men killed and 27 wounded. 
T h e estimate of 10,000 Jew# with­ 
out h o m e s is considered 
here to be 
roneervatlve.

CARE OF CHAMELEONS. 


How Thece Little Creatures Can 
Be 
Kept Alive For Years. 
Chameleons can he kept alive for 
years by making a fr a m e to fit over a 
plant in a flowerpot and covering It 
with mosquito netting, which must he 
long enough to tie with a string about 
the pot. Keep the pot in the sunniest 
window and water the plant every 
day ti-.rough the netting. You will he 
surprised to see how eagerly the little 
creatures will drink the running wa­ 
ter after they got over their fear. 
Set a wire fly trap for flies, which yon 
can liberate under the netting.

They 
shall report amendments or a new con­ 
stitution and the next legislature shall 
provide for the submission of these 
propositions to the people in 1910. 
A hill extending the operations of 
the fellow servant law. now enforced 
only against the railroads of the state, 
applicable to electric railways, public 
works and a large number of private 
operations, 
was 
introduced in 
the 
house l»y W. I. Nolan of Minneapolis. 
The bill to appropriate $225,000 for 
the state farm at St. Anthony Park, in­ 
troduced in the house by Alvin Rowe 
of St. Paul, was reported for passage 
by 
the 
com mittee 
on 
university. 
Among the provisions of the hill is 
one for $85,000 for the purchase of ad­ 
ditional land for tho farm. 
Two constitutional amendments af 
feet lug the apportionment 
of repre­ 
sentation in the legislature were pro­ 
posed In hills introduced in the house 
by F. T. White of Elk River, chairman 
of the house reapportionment con rn 
tee. 
To Change Election o' C - - ‘ ors. 
The first amendment w u 
do away 
with the present system ei *-looting all 
the senators in one year. 
Ender the" 
amendment they would all he elected 
In 1910, as the present constitution 
provides, hut those In the even num­ 
bered districts would he elected for 
four years and those in the odd num­ 
bered districts for six years, and after 
the expiration 
of those 
terms they 
would be pier fed for four-vear terms. 
The other a it Dement provides that 
after each state census the legislature 
may, and after each federal census the 
legislature shall, reapportion the con­ 
gressional, judicial and legislative dis­ 
tricts. 
At present the legislature has 
power to make a reapportionment af­ 
ter each census, but is not compelled 
to do so. 
In spite of protests 
against what 
the opponents called a policy of ped 
dling out appropriations to this and 
that 
town as 
premiums, and 
the 
charge of trading votes for its passage, 
the county agricultural school bill, pro­ 
viding 
special 
appropriations, 
was 
marked for passage in the house and 
will probably be passed.

question was threshed out under a 
motion to refer the bill to the com­ 
mittee on agriculture and the motion 
was lost by a vote of 42 to f>5. 
The bill provides for appropriations

Agricultural High Schools. 
A bill providing for establishing six 
district agricultural high schools was 
Introduced by Senator A. D. Stephens 
of 
Crookston. 
The 
bill divides 
the 
state into nine districts and provides 
for the establishm ent of an agricul­ 
tural high school of a secondary grade 
and a branch experiment 
station in 
six of tho districts. 
The institutions 
are to be managed by the regents of 
the state university as a part of the 
state agricultural college and experi­ 
ment station, together with the branch 
station at Grand Rapid*, and tho agri­ 
cultural school and station at Crooks­ 
ton. 
An agricultural 
school Is also 
established 
at

branch station. 
The report of the 
senate railroad 
com m ittee recommending for passage

on the question.

ed requires railroads to designate one
